Although the liberals 
are strongly opposed to thq course of the 
government they shrink from precipitat- 
ing a revolution and the, horrors of a civ- 
il war,, in" which the country would be 
plunged if the plans .of.the. proletariat 
leaders were successful. Not only.is the 
sympathy of the- intelligent public lack- 
ing, but in St.'Petersburg .tlic letters'of, 
the various labor organizations lind'many 
of. the followers lukewarm and even in 
open rebellion against their orders.

loafers, 


drunk,-being the cause. Three or four 
sail boats came up from Southport and 
also a small naphtha launch. Beer and 
other liquid refreshments were in abund- 
ance and more was secured from neigh- 
boring saloons. Vile language was used 
and ladies passing across . the pontoon 
bridge grossly insulted. Assistant Har- 
bor Master James Patton,made an effort 
to stop the disturbance and Officer Cran- 
gle was called and told the loafers where 
they got off at, but after the .policeman 
went away the racket become more pro- 
nounced. 


ONE MAN INJURED. 


One of the boats lay beside the scows 


of Edward Gillen, the scow being loaded 
with1 piles. In. staggering across these 
piles one of the crew fell and was picked 
iip with a broken leg, at any rate he was 
unable to w.alk and in his drunken con- 
dition it was' feared. he would, die. He 
was known as "Doc." but the assistant,

Of all the candidates, either Democrat-

Saturday's vote for United States sen- 


ator was merely an expression of prefer- 
ence and is not binding on the members 
pf the legislature.

METEP.OTtIC SHOWERS COMING 


J,«re».Nnmber« of Fiery Bodies C«n b 


•.:»eiin About Aniroiit FlftMinth.• • 


Astronomer* nnd others interested in 


metcrology will soon be on the lookou 
for'showerg.of-mctcora, which are sched 
ulcd to appear early in August. .Proba 
bly from Aug. 10 to-14 large numbers o 
these fiery bodies will appear in th 
heavens. Although on almost any clea 
.light meteors may be seen, still the ear 
IV parts of tho months of August an 
November bring forth the large groups 
known as "showers." 


According to Henry L. Ward, directo 


of the public museum, and an HUthopt. 
on meteors, the reason "for the appear 
ance of the bodies in August and Xovem 
ber more than other months is becaus 
at those times the orbit of the meteor 


•for they have «n .orbit as surely a 


planets—crosses that of 
the earth, i 


Borne particular place, each year. Thus 


great number of the meteors arc 


brought into view at one -time. 


According to Mr. Ward, the meteors, 


as soon as they touch the earth nre call- 
ed "meteorites." Only 700 of these bod- 
ies have been recorded by scientists as 
ever reaching the earth. They nre of 
course, the larger metors, as the small- 
er ones would be consumed by the heat 
before they struck earth. He said: 


"Considering their great velocity— 


twenty-eight miles n second—the force 
with which they strike objects on the 
ctirth i» remarkably mild. The meteor- 
ites seem to play the pneumatic cushion 
game; they concentrate so much nented 
air before them, in thoir passage through 
the atmosphere, which offers a great re- 
sistance to their speed. I have known a 
meteorite to strike against a piece of 
ice, onlv three or four inches thick nnd 
rebound. Meteorite:! nre. of course, of 
•nrious sizes. The lnrgest, meteorite 
:ver recordnl wcijjlu'il 3T.6 ton*."

The-jewelry 
and fine arts sections also were threat

she was met by Bower 
who walked 


home with her; then coaxed her to walk 
to the lakeshore, where he dragged her 
into the bushes, threw her down, choked 
"her and attempted the assault, but she 
managed to escape, run home and tell 
her mother. 


BENT ON "NECK TIE PARTY. 


The news spread and a crowd of fifty 


people assembled and chased 
through 


the streets in ses.rch of Bower, but they 
failed Vo catch him before Policeman 
Brinkman arrested him and he was taken 
to. jail in the patrol wagon. 
Had he 


been captured 
the 
infuriated crowd 


would have handled him roughly and 
perhaps killed him. 


This morning Bower was taken be- 


fore Court Commissioner John T. Wcnt- 
worth, waived examination 
and 
waa 


bound over to the municipal court. He 
was immediately taken to the court. 
There were prfiscnt the young lady as- 
saulted, her mother, little boys and girls 
who witnessed the assault and others. 


MOTHER RELATES STORY. 


Mrs. Wischmari was called to the wit- 


ness stand a-nd told the story. She said 
that her daughter WRH 24 years old; that 
from childhood she was partly paralyz- 
ed; from sixteen she was subject to fits 
and was as simple as a cliild. She told 
how she sent the daughter to the fitore 
and market; how Bower had met and 
walked home with her, enticed her to the 
lake shore, threw her down, tore -her 
clothes, choked her and attempted an 
assault, and how the poor girl had come 
homn and told of the affair. 


A little girl and a littTc boy, witness- 


es to the assault, told all they knew 
about it. 


ASKED FOR THE FULL PENALTY.

guilty. 
District attorney classed 
the 


crime as the worst that had come under 
his attention since district attorney, 
more *o because the victim was feeble 
minded. He said it was brutal and ha 
could not conceive of a more serious of- 
fense and he asked that the full penalty 
ten vcars in prison, be inflicted. 


Bo"wer gave no excuse for the cnmmis-1 


sioii of the crime, he simply said he had 
decided that it was best to plead guilty. 
He said somebody had maoV it out worse 
than it was. but when asked to explain 
he did not do to. 


Judge Smieding mnde remarks in re- 


gard to the duty of inflicting punish- 
ment, etc., and spntenwd Bower to eight 
years in the penitentiary, the penalty 
being from one to ten years. 


CONSCIENCE MINUS QUANTITY. 
Bower is 28 years old and admitted 


that he had known Mi*s Wischman for 
twenty years. He expressed no regret 
for what he had done; did not know 
whether his relativea knew of his predic- 
'ament or not »nd did not seem to care. 
He is a strong and robust looking fellow, 
fairlr well educated and made a state- 
ment in the jail that he was drunk when 
he assaulted the young woman, but did 
not say thi* to the court.

ADDIEESS OF H, J. CASTLE. 


The address of 13. J. Cndtle tit the 


opening of tho Davidson-Conner 
cam- 


paign was fully noticeable as was the ad- 
dress of tlie governor, and it occasions.- 
the remark tlmt if the same considera- 
tion, the snmo sentiments and the same- 
logical assertions of Mr. Castle opecial- 
ly, were prevalent during the lust half 
dozen years, there never would have been 
any factionalism in this state. 
After 


showing that the candidacy of Mr. Len- 
root was inconsistent, was not justified, 
he said ho was not even true to his lead- 
er the governor in his position on the 
wage exemption law, even opposing the 
vetoe, which if had not been iuterposed 
would entailed a hardship upon the wage 
earner:., and that Mr. Lenroot did not 
even understand tlie law as regards the 
issuing of stocks and bonds in his own

Follette.

speaking of Mr. 
Lenroot 
lie 
said 


"In the political history of this 
state 


there has never been a greater strain- 
ing between opposing political parties 
-than there is today on the part of Mr. 
Lenroot's supporters in finding some ex- 
cuse for his candidacy."' He then show- 
ed by the records the great confidence 
displayed in Governor Davidson by Mr. 
La. Follette and how his persistence kept 


. the now governor in political ofiice. 


Among the expressions used by Mr. 


Castle arc* the following:

voting population of nearly 500,000—but 
pitiable indeed would it be if in this com- 
monwealth of schools, colleges and uni- 
versities, there was but one man fit to 
lead tho republican, party iu WOti and fill 
the ollice of governor.

upon Senator La Follette but to prove to 
you that his judgment of men, as. he 
must himself acknowledge, is sometimes 
faulty, und while he i« throwing bou 
quets at Irvine Lenroot today and u* 
jng his ;;rcat talent to induce you to ac- 
cept his candidacy, God only knows what 
words he will be using to describe his 
estimate of Mr. Lenroot two, three, four, 
or five years hence.

"We believe that the object of all po-

One of the important matters that 


should earnestly attract the attention 
of the city government, is that of look- 
ing aater the present lake shore protec- 
tion. It is true that some years ago a 
large suni was expended by the city und 
property owners, buU the advances of 
the lake for some reason or cause, has 
in several .places made absolutely nec- 
essary quite extensive repairs. Towards 
Racine college additions are necessary 
to the present line of protection, and 
beyond the college the lake is making 
ravages. This needed work should not 
be delayed. It can not be done too soon. 


The action of the council committee 


on 
finance 
anl lake shore protection 


Thursday evening is 
commencing, on 


right lines, and the placing of 230 cords 
of stone and brush to protect existing 
piling will do great good, and if this is 
insufficient more should be used. Then 
any broken piling needs restoring and 
refilling as well. The proposed extend- 
ing of piling from foot of Seventh street, 
will be of decided benefit. The -proposi: 
tiou to build a 1,000 foot pier from the 
south city limits may result ns figured

There is nothing moro certain than 


that if the protection is inadequate and 
even worse if none at all, that the lake 
will encroach up on the banks with ev- 
ery passing year. It could.not be flo 
very long before the cast for instance 
of Lake.avenue would be so seriously 
threatened that people" would have to 
remove further back, and within 
the 


memory, of living citizens, 
the 
street 


outside the present Lake avenue 
and 


Main street line were in existence, and 
more or less occupied houses. Within 
twenty years people living on Michi- 
gan streets or avenue .of which at pres- 
ent but a small remnant remains, and 
without this matter of protection is not 
only promptly but efficiently looked af- 
ter, this -result, will be followed on the 
present Lake avenue. 


In the years gone by before the city 


had taken n-ny hand property owners on 
the lake front expended' large sums of 
•money. The method in vogue then-was 
by piers running out in the lake but not 
until .property owners owning the tracts 
abutting the lake on tlie east'side of 
Ij.ke avenue between Third -street and 
Fourth at their own expense and with 
out the aid of a dollar from the city, 
put in a piling filled with Htone and 
kept tilled at an after expense, was the 
benefits of this method fully seen nnd 
this was.the plan adopted by the city 
when the work wan conducted further 
up this avenue. If any one so 'desires 
they may go down to the foot of Third 
street and by careful observation pre- 
eeive tho. old piling with its stone filled 
lop, but the valuable made .land rivnn 
well inwards. At the time this"was-done 
the water came square under the cast- 
wardly- undermining of the auditorium 
but the. resultn of the.( work ...so $hor- 
oughly done can now be clearly seen. 
The line ol this present stone filled piling 


was placed at a depth of eight feet of 
water, but now one stands well up on the 
bank and gazea down at the new beach 
to be ieenion the, outside of $iesunken

The- cap- 
tain until- a k\v days, ago :could. cut c-tf 
hundreds -of- poppies every morning, .buti 
now thare--ar-e not very many.; while 
they were there, they presented a mul- 
titude of beautiful colors. Sweet eyed 
pansis are there in great numbers and 
many color blcndings, and the 'ivy is es- 
pecjally attractive. Some

flowers also attract the attention .of the 
observer.

In addition to the mas-s of flowers Cap- 


tain Vance's garden contains twelve dif- 
ferent kinds of vegetables. 


In the garden of Gco. Graves, 1100 


Wisconsin Street, one is especially de- 
lighted to note /»he holyokcs of several 
colors, eight feet in height, and also a 
great number, of giadiolas. The chief at- 
tractions of this garden, however, are a 
semi-circle, formed of beautiful dahlias, 
and also an arch of morning glories, both 
p'rwenting beautiful sights. Several na,s- 
turtiums make the garden still more 
beautiful,'and the castor beans, which 
some day will become eight or ten feet 
high, and form a hedge, -are among the 
many attractions of this spot.

at 1138 Mam's'tree^, is one of the most 
genuine pleasures that can be imagined: 
Wof'tKy of admiration arc espciaily 'alj 
the niany varieties of'lilies that are-to 
be found here';'" th'efc'is the Auretoh lily; 
atiib cilled the 'golden"bandit, which is a, 
Tery'rarc-'plaht in"this part of the couni 
tfyf arid' which is exquisitely" beautiful; 
' be'ing all white, with great golden spots 
•on its foliage; there are "fairy lilies, Jap; 
ah'" lilies,- tiger lilies, and many other 
varieties of .the lily class. Some beau- 
tiful dwarf marigolds and varigated bop 
vines as well as clematis and Bermuda 
lilies constantly attract the attention of 
the observer. Bcwdes, there arc"flox, 
aalvias, gelardis, holyokcs, etc. The eal- 
-rias which are red, arc planted in two 
rows', ^edging a narrow path which is 
'called tho Lover's Lone, and at the end 
of it there'are some rare flowers,'called, 
the four o'clock blossoms which -are pe- 
culiar "because'they op*ri between four 
and five o'clock every morning and after- 
noon until' fall. The evening' primrose 
et which there are several species, opens 
at sunset, and the process of opening can 
easily'be'seen. This garden is one of 
the1 most-attractive-in the'city/ and the 
tasteful arrangement adds considerably 
to is general beauty.
